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LONDON, June 
30—The Ger­ 
man port and submarine base of 
Bremen was heavily bombed by 
Royal Air Force planes during 
the night, the air ministry an­ 
nounced today. 
Nine British planes were lost 
in the raid, the third against Bre­ 
men in five days. 
The .size of the attacking force 
was not mentioned in the air min­ 
istry communique, but the loss of 
nine craft indicated that between 
200 and 300 planes took part.

ized American, aided a German 
flier who escaped from a Canadian 
prison camp. 
The juror* were selected yes­ 
terday. 
Four prospective juror* 
were excused for having a formu­ 
lated opinion. Eight were dismiss­ 
ed by the defense and two by the 
government. Two women alter­ 
nates were chosen. 
The maximum 
punishment on 
conviction of treason is death and 
Federal 
Court Judge 
Arthur 
Tuttle told the jurors: 
"I’ll tell you frankly; the pen­ 
alty may be only five years or at 
the other end death. You make no 
recommendation in this case. The 
sentence is entirely on the should­ 
ers of the judge." 
Stephan was charged in a fed­ 
eral grand jury indictment with 
aiding Oberleutnant Hana Peter 
Krug, 22, after the latter escaped 
from a Canadian prison camp. The 
indictment charged that Stephan 
entertained the Nazi flier in De­ 
troit, saw that he had shelter and 
gave him money to continue his 
flight. Krug was arrested in San 
Antonio, Texas, and returned to 
Canada. He was to be called by 
the government to testify against 
Stephan.

It was said that several attacks 
by German tank units, supported 
by the Nazi luftwaffe, were re­ 
pulsed on the Kursk front. 
No official mention was made 
by the Red army communique of 
action around Kharkov, but dis­ 
patches from the fighting fronts 
said severe tank and air engage­ 
ments were In progress there as 
well as around Kursk, 115 miles 
to the north.

Gen. 8ir Claud* Auchinleck has 
assumed active command of the 
British Eighth Army in Egypt, 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill an­ 
nounced today in the House of 
Commons. The middle east con­ 
man der-ln-chief replaced 
Lieut. 
Gen. Neil M. Ritchie last Thurs­ 
day, the day the axis armies push­ 
ed 60 miles into Egypt after the 
British had withdrawn from their 
positions on the Libyan border. 
Today the British were engag­ 
ing the enemy tank units over a 
widespread battle 
area covering 
several hundred square miles be­ 
tween Mersa Matruh and Fuka, a 
coastal air base 50 miles to the 
east. The fighting raged back and 
forth over the desert as the Brit­ 
ish sought to delay Nazi Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel’s advance 
to gain tim* for badly needed rein­ 
forcements of men and equipment. 
British 
strategy

NEWS BAN PUT OVER 
W 
ASHINGTON— After months of back­ 
stage plugging, the State Department 
finally has put across its idea of censoring 
the press on any news regarding diplo­ 
matic negotiations. 
The sales campaign to accomplish this 
started right after Pearl Harbor when the 
press censorship code first was being writ­ 
ten. 
At that time the career boys wanted 
all criticism of their Vichy policy barred 
from the newspapers, but the Army, Navy 
and other government agencies demurred. 
They 'did not consider this as military in­ 
formation of any value whatsoever to the 
enemy. 
Now, however, the censorship code has 
been restricted so that the American pub­ 
lic must remain in ignorance of any diplo­ 
matic negotiations until the official cut- 
and-dried announcement is proclaimed. 
Behind-the-scenes, there is a lot of Sen­ 
atorial resentment against this new policy 
of keep-the-public-in-the-dark. 
On Capitol Hill they point out that the 
press has performed an important function 
not only of keeping the public informed 
on foreign relations, but has kept the State 
Department from 
putting across several 
phoney deals through the exercise of what 
Woodrow Wilson once called “ pitiless pub­ 
licity” and the policy of 4*open covenants 
openly arrived at.” 
For instance, two years ago when the 
State Department secretly planned to lend 
$100,000,000 to Fascist Spain, it was news­ 
paper 
publicity 
unquestionably 
which 
blocked the deal. 
But today under the 
new censorship 
Stiles, newspapers could not publish such a 
story until after Franco already had his 
$100,000,000 signed, sealed and delivered. 


NEW GERMAN FRONT 
W 
HETHER the 
Russian 
peril 
or the 
Libyan 
is more pressing, is hard to 
say. 
Jhe furious attack of the Germans 
threatens the imminent fall of Sevastopol, 
opening an easier road to the oil of the 
Caucasus. 
Yet so stubborn has been the 
Russian resistance, 
and 
presumably 
so 
great the German losses, that the assault 
seems likely to come, sooner or later, un­ 
der Russian control. 
Libya is a different story. 
Rommel’s 
sweeping victory at Tobruk lias made all 
North Africa German, outside of 
Egypt. 
The Summer heat was supposed to make 
vigorous campaigning out of the question, 
but not for Rommel! 
He has apparently 
ended for some time to come the proposed 
allied thrust at Italy. 
It will be all the 
British can do to keep him away from the 
Suez Canal.

this deal, but President Roosevelt wisely 
refused. 
And it is quite possible that the 
newspaper account of the negotiation and 
its effect on public opinion may have in­ 
fluenced his decision. 
Whether it did or not, tile British hit the 
roof when the newspaper account was pub­ 
lished. 
Churchill, then in London, tele­ 
phoned to Lord Halifax in Washington to 
find cut how the gtory had leaked ou*, and 
Britisli newsmen were called on the carpet. 
From now on American newsmen also 
v ill be called on the carpet if they report 
a Russian proposal to fix the boundaries of 
Poland and Eastern Europe before the war 
is over. 
In fact, under the new censorship 
code, secret treaties can be negotiated all 
over tile map, exactly similar to the secret 
London Treaty 
of 
1915 promising Italy 
\arious concessions after the war, and the 
American press will not be able to print a 
word. 
And if the next peace treaty goes on 
the rocks as did Versailles on the issue of 
these secret pacts, then historians will go 
back to the date of June 24, 1942 and point 
to the muzzling of the American press as 
tile date when the trouble really started.

About Heart Disease

hear nowadays that heart disease 
is increasing and we should ba 
familiar with it for that reason, 
when the news conies to any indi-

vidual that he has heart disease 
there are few things that are more 
upsetting and disturbing. But the 
heart is a remarkably resilient or­ 
gan and people with even serious 
heart derangements often live to 
generous years. 
Written for Several Classes 
"This book was written to help, 
first, those thousands of men 
and women who think they have 
heart disease when they haven’t; 
second, those thousands who, hav­ 
ing heart disease, are much more 
alarmed and anxious over it than 
they need to be; third, those who, 
having symptoms of heart disease, 
do not realize their significance, 
and do not know that they should 
immediately consult a physician; 
and fourth, those with real heart 
disease who need to understand 
the nature of their trouble.” So 
says one of the first paragraphs in 
this useful little volume. 
The first group of cases men­ 
tioned is a very large one. Many 
h tnan and woman worries over 
heart disease when actually the or­ 
gan is perfectly normal and it is 
only the nerves that are playing 
tricks with it. In another large 
group of cases the subbing and 
aching pains th a t the patient 
thinks arise in his heart are not 
coming from that organ at all, but 
are really of a rheumatic nature, 
coming from the chest wall. 
* 
Symptoms of Heart Disease 
Even when heart disease is pres­ 
ent, it does not mean that death it 
near. I saw a patient the other day 
aged 66 who had heard the diag­ 
nosis of heart trouble pronounced 
on him over twenty years ago and 
while he cerUinly atill had heart 
disease, it was not giving him any 
trouble. 
7 
Naturally, heart diseasa it In­ 
creasing because everybody, if he 
lives long enough, will have some 
deviation from normal in the 
heart. The good doctor says over 
and over again to men and women 
over fifty, “If I were to find your 
heart in a boy of twenty, I might 
be concerned about it, but in you it 
is normal.” 
Of the different signs and dan­ 
ger signals that suggest the com­ 
ing of heart disease nothing is a 
more delicate indication of impair­ 
ment in function than shortness of 
breath on going upsUirs or walk­ 
ing fast. This means a shortness 


of breath which is brought on oy 
sn amount of walking or exercise 
which until a short time before 
did not cause distress. A second 
sign of heart weakness is pain be­ 
hind the breast bone and in the 
pit of the stomach which usually 
comes on after exertion. 
The bad on the circulation is 
about doubled during the digestion 
of a meal and therefore many cases 
of heart pain occur after meals 
and are put down to acute indi­ 
gestion. 
A symptom that is erroneously 
thought to mean heart disease is 
palpitation—the conciousness of a 
rapidly beating heart. Another 
symptom is an extra beat of the 
heart interpolated every once in a 
while in vile course of a normal 
rhythm. A person may feel this 
extra beat when he sits with his 
hands closed and the feeling that 
he has an irregular pulse may 
make him very unhappy. 
Another symptom which is often 
put down to heart disease but 
which is not, is a form of air hun­ 
ger: the feeling that one is not able 
to take a deep breath. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. B.:—What is turbinectomy? 
Is it an operation or a treatment? 
Has it any connection with sinus 
trouble? 
Answer: The turbinate bones in 
the nose may become infected and 
enlarged and when they are re­ 
moved by operation, it is called 
turbinectomy. The symptoms of 
enlarged turbinates are usually 
those of ainus trouble. 


H. R. S.:—About how many cal­ 
ories will fifteen units of insulin 
burn up? Can a person ever stop 
taking insulin? Does it do any 
harm to regulate insulin accord­ 
ing to your meals? 
Answer: It differs a little bit 
with different individuals and 
under different circumstances, but 
in general a unit of insulin burns 
up about four calories. Diabetes 
is never cared and for that reason 
it is never possible to stop taking 
insulin, but in the course of time 
tolerance ie improved and it is 
possible to reduce the amount of 
insulin. There are two forms of 
insulin: ordinary insulin is al­ 
ways given in relation to meals 
and food intake; protamine zinc 
insulin is released slowly, its ac­ 
tion having a long period of time. 
People who take protamine zinc 
insulin usually take it in the morn­ 
ing before breakfast and take only 
one dose a day.
